HIR UNANIMOUS DECLARATION OF THE ARYAN rEOPLE IN AMEKICAt 

When in the course of humjiii cvenls, i| hccnmc*: necessary for one people to dissolve 1)ic 
IH^ilicnl banils which have cnnnccLcd ihcin (rtj^oiher, nnd to assume nrnong Ihc powers of Ihe 

ennh. ihc Kparite Knd equal atsBon to wMch Ihc Irwh oT nature and ornatur^ God entitles thorn, 
A ttcconi fe^tca to the oirinkmi of muildmt requirot that dny^rinuld dedira the cnnes which 
tiiipd them to icparation. 

Wc hold these truths to be seir-ewdent. thai all people are created equaUy sul^ to the 
ciirJisil hiws of nature. 1hA( ihcy arc endowed by thdr creator wilhcertaui unallemble rtghia. 

Annmj! ihc^c flre life, ^H)crty. nnd the piirsuir ofhftppinesiH To lecure Iheifl i%htn, govetnmcntJt 
mc Hisiilulcd amonfi men nQYwlng ihcir powers from (he consent of the governed, whenever any 
fiHm orguvemmcnt becomes destructive of ihese ends, it is the right of the people toallcr or 
nboGsh.and loioBlitutenewgoveniiiwnt: L^ngUsroindationon wch principles, and orgaraziiig 
lis power ill ^vich form, ns iiHhem vliall seem moM likely lo cnbctAeh' security and hippincss, 
iiiui ihiit of Ihcir posicTiiv rnidcnce. indeed, will dicffiir ihfli Hovernmeril? long esfHbtished 
slumhi run be chnn^^ed fur lij^lil and Irnnsicikl causes, and accordingly nil experience hns shown 
tlial mankind arc more disposed lo suficr, while evils are sufTerable. than lo righl ihetnjwlves by 
■InMNnft the tbniiR m wliich ihcy are accustonnd. But when a long tnOn oTabuset and 
nsurpsiiions. pui-^tiinj^ invnii^Nv llie snnie objecl, evince* a dcflpgnto^uce them undi? absohlte 
tli .spiaism.il IS Ihcin igh(. Il is liicir duly, to throw otrsucligmrnment, and 10 provide now 

|>ij.nds Eoi Ihcii si:i;mily. 

Such hns Wen Ihc pniiciit ^!Lillering oriha A^peoptem America, and such Is now the 

mvcssily which ioipels iheni to idler ihcirfnimcr systems of government. The liislory of the 
piyseiil/iimisl Occupied (lovcimncni id Ihc Uriiied Slates of America is a history of repealed 
ifiiiiMejt niHl iisottiations. all Invui^ n diicct objecl -- tliccslablislimcnl of anabsolule tyranny over 
llirw stales; mnicovcr. lluo»i(hiiul Ihc cniire wmld. ITic United Stales and its "New World 
nitln''li:KasoiiiM>riisfoieiiioi4ptHpci5rsjlicciiufioatk^ To 
Pii>vc ihiH, let iacl& be SLiluniiied to a cmM wnrid.

II hns conslMeMilv ht'iuycd Ihc pnhlic Inisl since its inception, and has become thoroughly 
loiiiipi, icpieseodng iioi iJic Aiyan {tGOff\c who fotindcd il. but aicinlcretts of Iransnatlonal 



rnrpciinitons, mlerutioiu] btnlcj^ non-whilcs, and Zionist anti-Christ organualions and 

gfTvcnmieols. 

[t has waged war on the fMN^^ftlnd sovereign statei offt^Sfa^, has occupied iheir land, 

nriil has ihrough force and coerciorr, erected "reconslniclinn" govemmeotin plwx oT tegjliniabt; 
J rcdy elected Republican Governmeats of the Confederacy. 

It has unUwfblly ratified anRndmcnta to the Constitution without the raquiaite 2/3 of 

stfltcs concurring. II has inslilulio nail zed slavery Sn the farm of prison labor, granted unlawful 
nii7enship to racial aliens hostile to lawful citizens, denied Blacks the right of repatriation and 
f ttcrccd ihem to register b9 U.S. citizens ihus denymg their sovereignty and self-detefminalioii, 
cxiofted ilt^al taxes, and draslicBlly altered our fbrm of government 

ft has errgnged in systematic genocide of the White race, with malice aforethought, 
IhruogU a rigorous system of forced integralton/assimilation of Blacks, Indians, Hispanics, Asians* 
and While Aiyans, and continues to do ao on a global scale — i crkne against all natural Jaw and 

Rlus constructed an unconsiitulional mondary and taxation system (The Federal 
Reserve Act of 1913), and has relinquished powers of government to private corporations. White 
racial traiton and ruling claai Jew bnuRea. 

It has confiscated land and property without just compensal>on, attempted to nullily our 
banc rights to free speech, freedom orreligjon, the right to bear arms, and due process of the Uv^. 
It has murdered or imprisoned paUioti or freedom Gghlera attempting to detol Ihnr unalienable^ 
and Coo^kittiond ri^iti,. 

Ii has absolved American independence and national sovereignty by adopting the United 
Nations Charter, and hwcomaHttedl^treaBon against the people in coivpi racy withlhe 
Federal Reserve Systemfnd^Q^memdoXit la^^ givmg »d and comfort to the joMi^ of 
ourpecfle. 

It has obstmctcd justice, kidnapped ajid murdered people* withheld and fabricated 
evidence, et?., etc and has refused to reTorm itself, evaded legal lubifity, and otiierwise \% m> 
longer a If^UimUB «ODStitQllQDti.igOveamientimt^ f€^a^rillQcH^4hqpeo|^rorby^other 
nations. 

It has met all opposition and resistance wdi political repression and ruthless supprc?isUin. 
and docs not recognize the political pnsooers md prisoners of war in its dungeons, those Gudi m 
"TbepMer." 

k has creettd a federal bureaucracy for the purpose of aiding in the aforesaid criminal

In every stage of these oppressions, we have pciilioncd for redress In the most humble 
ten&K. Our repealed petitions have been answered with repealed injuries, lies and deceit. A

Nor have wt beea wnting in altention lo our Axyan kinfolk. Wo have warned Ihem time 
Idler tbne of attempt* by Jewish ZionUts and intenutoial Commonsts to usurp power over once 
free and While nationa. We have renrindcd them of our great heritage. We have a|^)ealed to theb= 

lacinl pride and conjured them by the ties of our bfood to disavow allegiance lo such coven 

enemies of our ^ple, the majority of vdnm have been deaf to the voice ofieaaoo and blind to 



demQutrable ftcts. We muBt, iherefore. acquiesce in the neccssily which denounces our 
separaUon, and hold tlioH who are not race-consdoui, as we hold the rait df muikiiid -- meimeB 
m witf ind fiieada ur pMce. 

We; tlierafbre, the fcpreseniaiives of Lhe Aryan people^ in council, appealing to the 
supreme God of our foflc for the rectitude of our tntentiorn, in the ninw and by the sovereignty of 

people, solenudy publish and declare lhat ihe Aiyan people in America, are, and of rights 
oughl to be, a free and independent nalion; that they are absolved Itouj all allegiance to Ihe United 
States of America, and that all political connection between Ihem and the federal government 
IheraoC^ lad ought to be, totiJIy dissolved; and that as a fiee and independent nation they have 
full power to levy war, conclude peace, contract alliances, estatriish cominerce, end to perform aD 
other acts which independent nations may of ri^t do; and for the support of this declaration, with 
a firm reliance on the proieciion of divine providence, we mutually pledge to each olher our lives, 
our fbrtunes, and our sacred honor WEMUST SECURE THE EXISTENCE OF OUR PEOPLE
